EOR ADDISON RICHMOND, USDEL TO CASTARAB CONFERENCE 

1. IN LIGHT OF U. S. OBSERVER STATUS AT CASTARAB, USDEL 
SHOULD MAINTAIN LOW PROEILE AND GENERALLY REFRAIN FROM 
TAKING FLOOR. USDEL MAY EOLLOW LEAD OF OTHER OBSERVER 
DELEGATIONS IN MAKING GENERAL COMPLEMENTARY REMARKS, 
EXPRESSING APPRECIATION EOR INVITATION TO ATTEND, 
CONGRATULATING THE CONEERENCE FOR THE PROFESSIONALISM AND 
SERIOUSNESS WITH WHICH IT PROPOSES TO APPROACH THE 
ORGANIZATION OE REGIONAL PROGRAMS AND COMMEND THE UNESCO 
SECRETARIAT EOR THEIR EXCELLENT WORK IN PREPARING THE 
CONEERENCE. 

2. BECAUSE OE STRAINED U. S. RELATIONSHIP WITH UNESCO, 
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STAFF WITH QUERIES RE U. S. POSITION ON UNESCO OR PLANS 
EOR UPCOMING GENERAL CONFERENCE. USDEL SHOULD AVOID 
SUBSTANTIVE DISCUSSION THESE ISSUES NOTING ONLY THAT WE 
WILL ATTEND THE CONEERENCE WITH A STRONG DELEGATION AS 
WE HAVE ALWAYS DONE. ROBINSON 
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
